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Reds Score 
New Victories 
In South Viet 
SAIGON (AP) — Enemy sap­ 
pers partially overran a South 
Vietnamese brigade camp a 
bare seven miles from the cen­ 
tral highlands capital of Pleiku 
Saturday. 
Dynamite squads also at­ 
tacked key highway bridges in 
Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
capital, and on the outskirts of 
Saigon. A heavy rocket and 
mortar attack set afire part of 
Phnom Penh’s fuel supplies. 
Enemy sappers moving be­ 
hind a heavy artillery barrage 
shortly after midnight attacked 
firebase 42 on contested High­ 
way 14 between Pleiku and 
Kmtum. 
T h e 
sappers 
rampaged 
through the base, killing or 
wounding 80 of the South Viet­ 
namese defenders and destroy­ 
ing several artillery pieces, 
field reports said. 
One American advisor also 
was killed. An exact breakdown 
of 
government 
dead 
and 
wounded was not. immediately 
reported, but it was known that 
there were at least 27' dead 
.f/miing1 the' 80 casualties. 
Field reports said 35 enemy 
sappers were killed inside the 
base in hand-to-hand fighting 
and 22 
weapons 
captured. 
Fighting broke off after 3 Vs 
hours, just before dawn. 
In Phnom Penh, an estimated 
100 sappers disguised in Cam­ 
bodian uniforms attacked a 
highway bridge close to the 
president’s palace under the 
cover of a 36-round rocket and 
mortar barrage. 
The sappers infiltrated the 
southern defenses of Phnom 
Penh in small groups but failed 
to knock out the bridge across 
the Bassac River at the start of 
Highway 1. which links the 
Cambodian capital with Saigon. 
Officials said, that four1 Viet­ 
namese' enemy killed near the 
bridge wore Cambodian army 
fatigues and carried Cam­ 
bodian identity cards. 
The rockets touched off sev­ 
eral fires in the western portion 
of Phnom Penh, and some hit 
Pochentong International Air­ 
port, starting a large fire be­ 
tween two hangars. A spotter 
plane was reported burning. 
Associated Press correspond­ 
ent Robin Mannock reported 
from Phnom Penh that one 
house dose to the airport occu­ 
pied by the family of an Ameri­ 
can diplomat was hit by a rock­ 
et but no one was hurt. Some 
Americans also were evacuated 
from homes dose to the fight­ 
ing and a U.S. Embassy’s Ma­ 
rine guard was mustered to de­ 
fend the embassy budding: amid 
the rattle of machine gun fire. 
The enemy sappers hit at 
least one fuel tank, possibly 
more, of a fuel tank farm next 
to the bridge. The tanks be­ 
longed to the American Caltex 
Co.A row of shops next to the 
tanks were set ablaze. 
There was no firm count on 
casualti.es, but initial reports 
said at least two persons were 
killed and a score wounded. 
Doctors indicated that the final 
figure could climb steeply.

The precinct offi­ 
cials elect county political offi­ 
cials. The county chairmen and 
vice chairmen, elect the: 'Con­ 
gressional district officials. 
And the Congressional dis­ 
trict chairman and vice chair­ 
men make up the state political 
committees, and 
elect state 
party officials. 
The state convention dele­ 
gates elect the national con­ 
vention delegates and elect the 
candidates for state 'Office. 
The national convention dele­ 
gates help ohoose the candi­ 
dates for President 'and Vice 
President. They are bound on 
the first ballot to the choice of 
the voters in Tuesday’s pri­ 
mary. But after the first ballot, 
they are free to support whom­ 
ever they choose. 
It’s a long, involved process, 
with plenty of chances for fac­ 
tional battles along the way. 
The preliminary action takes 
place in the two weeks follow­ 
ing the primary election. The 
big action takes place at the

conventions 
in 
June—then at the polls in No­ 
vember.

50 Men Still

The Plane, a Boeing 727, had 
a full tank of fuel and a range 
of about 1,500 miles—approxi­ 
mately the distance to Belize. 
“The hijacker seems to have 
a very well thought-out plan.” 
said Robert Martin, an Eastern 
executive in New Orleans. “I 
think he has this thing pretty 
well figured out.” 
Martin referred to the deft 
maneuvers by the hijacker and 
the specific requests he had 


made, some of them couched in 
language indicating he knew 
how' to fly the jetliner himself. 
But a flaw in the plan almost 
appeared in New' Orleans. The 
hijacker stopped there original­ 
ly to refuel, and. officials said 
the plane had a malfunctioning 
hydraulic seal. 
, Martin said Eastern offered 
the hijacker the second plane— 
which required that he leave 
the cover of lus first aircraft 
and walk with his hostages 30 
feet across the runway into the 
substituted aircraft, an identi­ 
cal 727. 
The hijacker agreed to accept 
the offer for a new plane and. 
with the hostages clustered 
around him, walked through 
the darkness to the new' plane.

asked not to be identified, ad­ 
mitted later that the change of 
planes was designed to perhaps 
give authorities some opportun­ 
ity to overtake the hijacker. 
Before he left the first craft, 
he warned the watching offi­ 
cials. “The only thing holding 
back the hammer of my gun is 
my thumb.” 
It was with the gun, and a 
satchel which he said contained 
an explosive he could detonate 
instantaneously, that he first 
took over the plane shortly 
after it left Allentown, en route 
to Miami.

5 Of 10 Americans Presumably 
Killed In Copter Crash Saved 
SAIGON (AP) — Five of 10 
Americans 
presumed 
killfed 
when a helicopter was shot 
down in flames in South Viet­ 
nam's central highlands 13 
days ago were rescued alive to­ 
day, field reports said. 
The reports said two of the 
men were in fairly good condi­ 
tion but the other three were 
seriously injured, one with a 
broken back, one with two bro­ 
ken arms and the third with a 
broken leg. 
There was no i m mediate 
identification of the five. The 
U.S. Command said it could 
confirm only that five Ameri­ 
cans were picked up but had no 
further details. 
The 10 were aboard a helicop­ 
ter that was shot down April 24 
while lifting out of Dak To air­ 
field near the Laotian border. 
They included four crewmen 
and six U.S. Army advisers 
who had escaped earlier the 
same day when the South Viet­ 
namese command base at Tan 


Canh near Oak Ta was over­ 
run. 
First reports said, the five 
.survivors included at least one 
of the helicopter crew. Jhe 
field reports said the men ap­ 
parently were without food and 
water for most of their 13-day 
ordeal. 
Sources said the men had a 
radio and the two least serious­ 
ly injured were able to move a 
few miles to the south of the 
crash site where Ihey made 
contact with friendly forces at 
3:15 p.m. today.

gained for the money and

Passengers released in Wash­ 
ington described the hijacker 
as neat and businesslike, carry­ 
ing a short-barreled revolver 
one man said was a .38 special. 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — A pis- 
t o 1-wielding 
hijacker, 
who 
railed against U.S. involvement 
in Indochina, forced a Western 
Airlines 737 jetliner with 61 per­ 
sons aboard to fly to Cuba to­ 
day.The plane landed at Havana 
airport at 7:37 a.m., the Feder­ 
al Aviation Administration in 
Miami reported. 
‘‘We have no other details.” a 
spokesman said. "All we know 
is that it is on the ground in 
Havana.” 
Earlier the plane had landed 
at Tampa for a 50-minute 
refueling stop. 
The 6-foot, 200-pound hijacker 
took over the plane Friday en 
route from Salt Lake City to 
Los Angeles, where he let 11 
passengers off and first asked 
to be taken to Hanoi, North 
Vietnam, then decided on Cuba 
instead. The plane flew to Dal­ 
las and was refueled and given 
a fresh crew before leaving to­ 
day for Tampa. 
The gunman claimed in a 
note he delivered in Los Ange­ 
les that the hijacking was the 
work of "several heavily armed 
members of the antiimperialist 
movement” who were threat­ 
ening additional hijackings if 
U S. military intervention in In­ 
dochina continues, but Western 
officials said they believed only 
one person was actively in­ 
volved in the hijack. 
A Western spokesman said 
his note further threatened: 
"The skies of America will not 
be safe again until the U.S. 
government ceases its aggres­ 
sion against the people of In­ 
dochina.” 
The aircraft arrived in Dallas 
at 12:17 a.m. CDT and was re­ 
fueled about the time a new 
crew arrived from Los Angeles 
at about 1:30 a.m. The gunman 
ordered 70 meals put aboard 
the plane for the 64 passengers 
and six crewmen. He was de­ 
scribed as "nervous and con­ 
fused.” 
However, before he left Dal­ 
las, the hijacker allowed eight 
more passengers to leave and a 
ninth escaped as the new crew 
came aboard, police said. 
The 
aircraft’s 
occupants 
dwindled to 70 when four chil­ 
dren and seven adults were 
allowed to get off during the 
two hours the plane was on the 
ground at Los Angeles where it 
landed at 5:25 p.m. PDT Fri­ 
day. 
Linda Mast. 26. of Salt Lake 
City, one of the passengers who 
left the plane, said the hijacker 
announced the plane was taken 
over about 15 minutes after it 
left Salt Lake City. 
With his gun in sight, "he 
rambled on, mostly about polit­ 
ical things like if the U.S. 
doesn’t stop bombing we are 
going to kill Richard. Nixon,” 
she said. 
Another of the passengers 
said the hijacker’s gun was a 
.38 caliber weapon. 
He boarded the plane at Salt 
Lake City wearing a red-check­ 
ed shirt under the name of J. 
Harris, 
Western 
spokesmen 
said.

He had the stalwart support 
of presidents, Democrats and Republi­ 
cans alike, during his long tenure, and he 
enjoyed almost total admiration of the 
American people. 
He used the discipline for which he was 
frequently criticized to mold the FBI into 
perhaps the most effective and respected 
organization of its kind in the world. He 
took over the job back in the early 1920s 
with the object of housecleaning the 
then Bureau of Investigation when it 
was a scandal-ridden haven for political 
hacks, and he quickly performed the job 
be set out to do. 
Hoover was strictly a “law and order” 
man, and it was very recently that he 
wrote in his “Message From the Direc­ 
tor,” appearing in the current issue of 
the FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin, that, 
“Extremists of all stripes in qur society 
ceaselessly attempt to' discredit the rule 
of law as being biased and oppressive. 
They have no conception of — or pur­ 
posely choose to ignore — its role and 
history.” 
He said that to permit such attempts 
“to damage the reputation of our govern­ 
ment by law is, of course, a necessary 
condition of democracy. While It must 
tolerate the lawfully expressed views of 
extremists, its citizens cannot through 
their own ignorance be entrapped with 
sympathy tor the bankrupt doctrines 
that would lay waste the foundations of 
their nation. . . 
“Our greatest democratic heritage,” 
he said, ‘is the rule of law. It is the foun­ 
dation for and the guardian of the rights, 
liberties, and orderly progress we enjoy. 
It is also the soil that has nurtured the 
American dream implicit in the Declara­ 
tion of Independence pledge to provide 
\ .. Life. Liberty, and the Pursuit of Hap­ 
piness’ for all our citizens. . 
The 77-year-old FBI director, who died 
Monday in his sleep, had been kept on 
the job by President Johnson after reach­ 
ing the mandatory retirement age of 70 
with a special waiver, and he was similar­ 
ly retained by President Nixon. 
He was, as President Nixon said, “a 
truly remarkable man” who possessed 
‘‘unparalleled devotion” to the nation. 
Hoover was a human being, and he was 
not without at least some of those faults 
which beset us all. But he set an example 
which many of us might well seek to 
emulate as good citizens seeking to de­ 
fend and to strengthen those qualities 
which are at the roots of our national 
greatness.

mother 
asked her to take in an unwant­ 
ed baby. 
Adoption by childless couples 
is not organized or encouraged 
by the state or private charities 
in Brazil and has never become 
a regular practice. Mrs. Lira 
felt the young mother had no­ 
where to turn. 
“I nearly said no. but the 
baby was so nice, 
and the 
mother so desperate that I told 
her I w'ould keep the child, al­ 
though I already had four and 
was expecting the fifth,” Mrs. 
Lira said. 
“That same day I remem- 
beied 
1 
had 
a 
very 
dear 
friend—Lucenira 
Maia—who 
was married for years and still 
childless. I prettied up the baby 
and took it to them. 
“At first, Lucenira thought I 
was joking when 1 said the 
baby was a gift. But when I in­ 
sisted she consulted her hus­ 
band and he accepted. 
“You should see the happi­ 
ness in theii eyes. Soon after­ 
wards, they were showing the 
baby to neighbors, and Luce­ 
nira kept repeating ‘Look, I’ve 
got a son’.” 
After this first success Mrs. 
Lira decided to start a “ kind of 
clandestine 
agency” 
to 
dis­ 
tribute 
unwanted 
babies 
to 
childless 
couples. 
“There 
is 
nothing like seeing the happi­ 
ness in the faces of the mothers 
who know their babies are in 
good hands, and especially the 
joy of the childless couples.”

Nun Spends 
Nights In Jail— 
As Teacher 


MARSHALL, Mich. (AP) — 
“ What’s a nice girl like you 
doing in a place like this?” 
Sister Mary Kayatin, a Ro­ 
man Catholic nun, hears that 
old line a great deal. She is a 
teacher and spends three nights 
a week instructing inmates at 
the Calhoun County jail. 
“She looks at us for what we 
are, not as criminals or in­ 
mates,” says 21-year-old Danny 
Charles, one of her students. 
Sister Mary teaches under a 
program designed to help in­ 
mates 
complete 
their 
high 
school education. They study 
for the General Education De­ 
velopment test, a high school 
equivalency examination, and if 
they pass are given a diploma. 
Sister 
Mary, 
who 
has 
25 
years of teaching experience, 
was not hesitant about teaching 
in a jail. During the day she 
teaches adult education in the 
Battle Creek school system. 
“I’ve 
learned 
to 
accept 
people as they are,” she said. 
“Once they (the prisoners) 
are in the classroom, they are 
just like all students.” 
Sister Mary has been teach­ 
ing at the jail three nights a 
week since September. The pro­ 
gram has enabled four prison­ 
ers to receive diplomas and be­ 
tween 10 and 13 inmates are ex­ 
pected to graduate in June. 
One of her prime concerns is 
to show the inmates that some­ 
one is interested in them. 
Charles, 
as 
an 
example, 
dropped out of high school in 
the 11th grade because of prob­ 
lems at home. Now he is plan­ 
ning to attend Kellogg Commu­ 
nity College when released. He 
hopes to assist in teaching at 
the jail. 
Auxiliary Deputy James Par­ 
sons attends the classes as a 
guard, although discipline has 
not been a problem.

Old Innis, Pearce Building A Part Of Rush County History 


By BOB WAGGENER 


Charlene Gray of the Crea­ 
tive Arts Association is a skill­ 
ful etcher of the historical scene. 
She caught the seventy-five year 
old buildings and environs of the 
famed Innis, Pearce 1 Company 
at the very edge of decay. The 
bare-boned impression was mad 
just in the nick of time as the 
structure was razed in 1668. For 
those who remember the grand­ 
eur of these grounds the stark 
sketch is almost Shakespearean 
in its inadvertent omission and 
final resolution. Mr. Gray lab­ 
ored at considerable disadvan­ 
tage as forty years have pass­ 
ed since the glory days of this 
scene. Four years ago it stood 
for her to draw: sans the lang- 
oruous iron lions atop the col­ 
umns 
of 
the 
entrance 
way 
which shared casual sentry duty 
with the aimlessly tilted cannon 
bristling from the masonry be­ 
low; sans the noble stone Nor­ 
man knights in full armor who 
lurked 
behind 
the 
hedgerow 
background; sans the latticed 
pergolas, 
spurting 
fountains, 
blooming flowerbeds and exotic 
shrub and trees which made up 
the park-like lawn of this fine 
old furniture plant; perhaps sad­ 
dest of all, sans the wonderful 
lilly filled pond in which slither­ 
ed a live alligator. This reptilian 
visitor from warmer climes, in 
summer shared the pond with a

The outra­ 
geously gaudy hybrid spawn of 
this finney clan may still be 
found by fishermen in Flatrock 
River. 
The I. & C. traction passen- 
ger of the second decade of the 
twentieth century got a breath­ 
taking view of this elegant in­ 
dustrial landscape. The display 
of 
ornamental 
statuary 
and 
flambouyant 
horticulture 
was 
the outward evidence of an un­ 
believably successful furniture 
manufacturing operation. 
W. M. Pearce, grandfather of 
Manley Abercrombie, was a co­ 
founder of the Innis, Pearce 2c 
Company. He was a manufactur­ 
er of genius in those steam pow­ 
ered, lineshaft and belt driven 
days of woodworking. After a 
brief late 1870s furniture mak­ 
ing experience in the Bowen 
Table Factory Mr. Pearce in 
1883 aligned himself with other 
Rushville men to form a com­ 
pany for the production of bed­ 
room furniture. Among the co* 
founders was Robert A .Innis, 
father of Mrs. Russell Kirkpa­ 
trick, a young man gifted with 
great financial and business acu­ 
men. The combined skills of 
these two made a business suc­ 
cess that was the marvel of the 
community. It set the pace for 
a burgeoning fumiure industry 
for years to come. 
The original organization fol­ 
lowed the classic evolution of 
woodworking; from sawmill to 
planning mill to furniture man­ 
ufacturing. The first factory, set 
up at the northwest corner of 
Harrison and Jennings, 
(now 
Harrison and Fourth) employed 
fifteen hands. It was soon dis­ 
tributing pay enveolpes to sixty 
workman. Nine years after its 
founding, a disastrous fire des­ 
troyed everything and pot the 
firm out of business. The citi­ 
zens of Rushville were about to 
lose 
this 
thriving 
business 
through the eloquent overtut es 


of surrounding industry minded 
communities. 
Showing 
unpra- 
dieted concern at the prospec­ 
tive loss, local businessmen rai­ 
sed fifty thousand dollars for 
the establishment of an indus­ 
trial park to retain Innis, Pearce 
and Company and to encourage 
new industry. 
The new modem plant built in 
1883, was located on the south 
side of Seventh street between 
the recently built Neweastle and 
Rushville Railroad and the just 
plated Oliver Street. It was the 
most efficient bedroom furniture 
manufacturing operation known. 
Mr. Innis guided the company 
through the financial straits of 
this and subsequent expansion. 


Old-timers recall the hundreds 
of carloads of furniture leaving 
this plant each year bound for 
all parts of the United States. 
Production was often sold out a 
year in advance In spite of the 
vaunted daily production of fif­ 
ty bedroom suites. 
Wages warn low even for that 
period of minimal pay; however 
here was one overriding com­ 
pensation to the community; the 
plant offered year-round em­ 
ployment to hundreds of Rush- 
viUe people. The economic ear 
of the town was tuned to the 
deep throated blast of the Innis, 
Pearce wbisle. 
After almost forty years of un­ 
interrupted prosperity, the fac­ 


tory fell upon the evil pre-de­ 
pression days that came on the 
heels of mid 1920 boom. Bank­ 
ruptcy proceedings closed its 
doors in 1928; never again would 
it make bedroom furniture. Fol­ 
lowing a brief and unsuccessful 
stint as a canning factory, the 
buildings were bought prior to 
World War II by The Intern a - 
tinal Furniture Company. The 
manufactory was used for many 
years in the production of up­ 
holstered furniture and m attres­ 
ses. It was abandoned by them 
in mid 1960’s. The land and 
buildings reverted to the City 
successful attempts to interest 
of Rushville, and after many 
purchasers or lessees in occupy­ 


ing the facility, It was disman­ 
tled.

North Viet’s Recent Successes 
Likely Spurred By Russian Help 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

The successes of the North 
Vietnamese 
offensive 
suggest 
that Hanoi has understood its 
enemies better than South Viet­ 
nam’s 
leaders 
or Americans 
understood the North Vietnam­ 
ese. 
Hanoi reckoned coolly on tak­ 
ing advantage of weaknesses it 
detected on the other side. 
The North Vietnamese had 
read antiwar protests in the 
United States as an enormously 
important factor in their favor, 
and as long as five years ago 
were planning to capitalize on 
such developments. For a long 
time Hanoi was telegraphing its 
punches, 
but perhaps Saigon 
wasn’t listening or preferred to 
dismiss it all as propaganda. 
The current offensive, would 
have been impossible without 
Soviet supplies. There is good 
reason to believe that Soviet 
help was increased substantial­ 
ly even after agreement was 
announced in October for Presi­ 
dent Nixon to visit Moscow in 
May. 
Last January, Hanoi began 
talking again about a “new sit­ 
uation.” Lt. Gen. Song Hao, 
chief of the North Vietnamese 
army’s 
political 
department, 
wrote that the new situation lay 
in achievement of “a victorious 
offensive position ” North Viet­ 
nam, he said, “is faced with a 
new situation with many advan­ 
tages and bright prospects. 
He 
saw new “tests of strength 
directly ahead. 
Hanoi let the period of Nix­ 
on’s visit to Red China come 
and go without striking, and 
South Vietnam breathed easier. 
Then, 
toward 
the 
end 
of 
March, Hanoi welcomed a dele­ 
gation from Moscow, a high- 
powered military group headed 
by the deputy defense minister. 
It’s makeup fitted in with re­ 
ports from diplomatic sources 
that the Russians had promised 
much more hardware to Hanoi. 
At the same period, Hanoi 
was host to the Soviet ministers 
of merchant shipping and com­ 
munications. The shipping min­ 
ister announced that 340 Soviet 
ships had called at North Viet­ 
namese ports in 1971 and deliv­ 
ered a million tons of cargo. 
That, he said, \\ould increase in 
1972. 
Shortly 
after 
the 
Russians 
left, 
Gen. 
Vo Nguyen 
Giap, 
Hanoi’s veteran military strate­ 
gist 
and 
defense 
minister, 
launched his big gamble, the 
all-out 
offensive. 
If 
it could 
overrun enough territory in the 
South it could, perhaps, spell 
the end of the Saigon regime. 
Nhan Dan at the start of this 
year spoke frequently of pros­ 
pective victory on military, po­ 
litical and diplomatic fronts. 
“The United States is strong 
but has basic weaknesses,” the 
newspaper said. “ It is strong 
militarily but very weak politi­ 
cally. Because of its political 
weakness it cannot develop its 
military strongpoints ...” 
To which, after the offensive 
had begun, 
a 
party 
central 
committee report added: “Dip­ 
lomatically, we have success­ 
fully won the sympathy and 
j 
support and increasingly great 
assistance of the fraternal So- : 
cialist 
countries 
and 
of the 1 
w o r l d ’ s 
peoples, 
including 
American progressives.’’ 
The North Vietnamese lead­ 
ers have been at war a long : 
time—it 
has 
been

years ; 
since they began fighting the j 


French. They have been ac­ 
cumulating 
experience—per­ 
haps including the experience 
of letting their enemy help un­ 
dermine himself, both by mili­ 
tary mistakes and internal po­ 
litical confusions. 
The Hanoi leaders haven’t al­ 
ways been right in, their projec­ 
tions. 
It would appear they 
guessed rather 
wide 
of the 
mark in the Tet offensive of 
1968, when they relied heavily 
on the Viet Cong of South Viet­ 
nam to spearhead the attack. 
This time they’re not taking 
that chance. They decided to do 
the job themselves.

prices said the average cost of 
meats, 
poultry 
and 
fish de­ 
clined 2.9 per cent In April. 
This was the major factor in an 
over-ati decline oí aeven-tenths 
ol one per cent for all farm 
products and processed foods.

are 
generally reflected fairly soou 
at the supermarket. 
The 
report 
aaid 
a 
broad 
range of prices of wholesale 
raw 
materials and 
manufac­ 
tured products rose three-tenths 
of one per cent. 
All wholesale prices of food 
and industrial commodities av- 
erage out to a rise of one-tenth 
of one per cent, boosting the 
Wholesale Price Index to 117.5 
of its 1967 base of 100. This 
meant it cost $117.50 on the áv- 
erage 
for 
wholesale 
goods 
worth $100 five years ago. The 
latest index was 3.7 per cent 
above a year ago. 
The report on jobs said the 
total

of 
employed 
Americans actually rose some 
400,000 
to

and 
unemployment 
dropped

than half a million to 4.7 mil­ 
lion. 
But these developments 
are expecteo for April and the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics fig­ 
ured no change in both employ­ 
ment and unemployment on a 
seasonally adjusted basis.
